The reasons are evident, human en- 
durance has its limits and It Is a more sensible 
way ojf keeping the boys in trim and piling up 
expense upon the city to work as little as pos- 
sible knd get three square meals a day. 

Quite a few have gone to jail Blnce the boys 
came [out. , five today, including the "Seattle 
Socialist" reporter. The switchmen's strike, 
accompanied by the severe cold weather of the 
last fcfw week*, has affected the free spech sit- 
uation quit materially, yet the I. W. W. wishes 
the switchmen success, as witness the resolu- 
tion of endorsement passed by Local No. 434. 

Eveny few weeks, when the press agent of 
the police department runs short of news, he 
gives a blood curdling tale about the threats 
made upon the lives of Chief of Police Sullivan 
and Juidge Mann. The I. W. W. have offered 
these tWo officials a bodyguard to protect them 
If they feel In danger. As far as the I. W. W. 
Is concerned these threats are false — never has 
that ortanization counselled violence or acts of 
murder) It is reported that Judge Mann is al- 
ready rfuarded by six men to protect himself, 
aftre receiving a warning from Chicago. Any 
mnn wrio sent such a warning. If he exists Out- 
side tho imagination of the police force or tho 
brain of some detective, is either a fool or an 
enemy Of the worst kind to the I. W. W. But 
if ever any act of horror does occur, I, for one, 
will lay! It to detectives or some of the au- 
thorities themselves, a condition often found to 
exist in the W. F. of M. troubles. All I. W. W. 
men reslllze. this is a fight where discipline, 
self-control and cool, level-headed organization 
work counts, and they have conducted them- 
selves with that In view under the most trying 
of circumstances, until outsiders and non-sym- 
pathizeri were favorably impressed enough to 
take an ictive interest in the fight.

TO THE GOVERNOR 



December 10, 1909. 

Mr. Samuel O. Parkrow, 

Governor of the 8tate of Washington. 
Sir- 
In addressing an open letter to you, we are 
c» luscious that you, perhaps less than anyone 
else in the treat commonwealth of Washing- 
ton, will be affected or stirred to action, by the 
facts presented 

Nevertheless, if we shall succeed in showing 
some of the people— who will, with yourself, 
see this letter, — that the government of the 
day merely reflects politically, the ethics and 
morals of the dominant economic powers in 
society, and will not correct governmental 
abuses contrary to the interests of those pow- 
ers,— as we are sure will be further demon- 
strated by the polite way in which thir letter 
will be "pigeon-holed," this letter will not bo 
written in vain. 

From the eminent position which you hold, 
you are well situated to have your ear to the 
political keyboard of the state. 

You are doubtless aware of the troubled sit- 
uation In the city of Spokane. 

For the benefit of other readers as well as 
yourself, we shall briefly review the case es- 
chewing all sentimental appeals and limit our- 
selves to a bare statement of facts easily veri- 
fied. 

The city of Spokane Is the recruiting ground 
for labor in the Northwest Lumberjacks, rail-' 
way laborers, miners and other workmen of 
that region go there to ship out on some now 
job. These men being unorganized have bceu 
easy prey for a gang of leeches who lived and 
waxed fat off their misfortunes. 

The "modus operandi" was somewhat as fol- 
lows: The worker on payment pf a fee is sent 
out io a job, the employment agent divides the 
fee with the employer. After a few days the 
employers discharge the worker and hire a new 
man in his place, thus getting another divvy 
with the employment agent. 

By this adroit process on the part of the 
employer and the employment agents the work- 
ers are reduced to a condition of misery and 
degradation. 

To correct this condition the Industrial 
Workers of tho World assumed the task of 
organizing these hitherto unorganized workers. 
Us efforts havo born good fruit. Several thou- 
sand men have joined tho union, their condi- 
tions have improved, wages have been forced 
up, Btrikca hw»e been wou, and many of the' 
employment sharks have been forced out of 
"business" and the others compelled to change 
their methods. 

The interests hurt by tho change did not sit 
calmly and do nothing. The corporations and 
employment agents chiefly hurt set out to find 
a way to stop this Interference with their "busi- 
ness." They found that the most effective 
means of education the Industrial Workers of 
the World used was street meetings in the city 
of Spokane. Tbey then brought to bear all 
their Influence upon a docile city council, which . 
obligingly framed an ordinance forbidding 
street speaking of any kind. 

The Industrial Workers of the World, rea- 
lizing that if the ordinance was allowed to 
stand untested it would be but a short time un- 
til all that had been accomplished would be 
undone. They decided therefore to test the 
validity of the ordinance. Several speakers 
were arrested and when they were tried In -fore 
Judge Mann he dismissed the rates declaring 
that the ordinance was unconstitutional but 
advised the police to arrest speakers In fu- 
ture and charge them with disorderly con- 
duct. 

Several speakers were arrested on this 
charge and given 30 days each. The organiza- 
tion realized that It had a fight on Its hands 
and went in to win. It planned to keep the 
jails filled and when there was no more room 
In the Jail, to speak on the streets In spite of 
the constitution breaking city government of 
Spokane. 

The, cjty kept on arresting street speakers 
until over 300 are now In jail- They refused 
to work on the rock pile and were put on bread 
and water. They refused to eat bread and wa- 
ter and went on a hunger strike that lasted for 
seven days and nights, compelling the city to 
give tbera decent rations. The police brutally 
beat and Injured many and damano suits ag- 
gregating $225,000 have been started agalnat 
the city. At a time when there was plenty of 
cell room In the jail 28 men were put in a cell 
6x8 feet and steam turned on them for 36 
hours until they fainted from heat and exhaus- 
tion. They were then put In a cold cell with- 
out windows and many are yet hovering be-

of the government are placed In charge so that instead of the union 
existing for the benefit of the wage earners, it exists for the benefit of 
the employers. In other foreign countries where any great headway 
has been made to organise revolutionary working men's unions, tho 
workors ba7e been compelled to Join a boss' union. The activities of 
these unions tho bosses control and dominate by placing agents or 
leaders at their hea. . selected by themselves. 

In this country tie formation of unois by the booses Is an old 
game. It has been w.tne*sed many a time in tho history of the labor 
movement. The employers appoint tho officers, selee. tho walking 
delegates, collect the dues, thus controlling the activity of the organi- 
sation. In case the men had any opinions of their own, or a spark of 
evolutionary spirit, they were promptly discharged, and if they per* 
sis led in their agita tion, blacklisted. 

Pinkerton thugs also play an important part In tlse betrayal of 
labor. In fact, detective agencies are nothing more nor loss than 
huge labor sying outfits, and would go out of business if it were not 
for the money they receive from tho bosses for the betrayal of the 
working class. Probably in this country at the present time there Is 
not a labor union of any account but what has a Pinkerton stationed 
to their midst, whose duty it is to report any action taken within the 
organisation that would in any way Interfere with the bosses' Inter- 
est 

On the other hand, any labor orgauization that soeks to better 
the condition of laBor, which baa for Its purpose the uplifting of the 
working clasa. Is fought with all the forces that the organized capi- 
talists can muster. Injunctions by the courts, imprisonment of the 
members, police, mllttla, army, Pinkerton thuga and detectives.

THAT DANGEROUS FOREIGN ELEMENT. 

The following Is reprinted from an editorial appearing in the 
Seattle Star, a dally capitalist sheet Any comment on the same would 
be superfluous, as the article strikes direct at the point. We have not 
as yet of the etitor being charged with being an anarchist: 

With what a complacent sense of superiority we read 
of the general cussedness of the "foreign element." 

We use every Inducement, every argument, barely 
short kidnaping and shanghai in t hods, to Induce Europeans 
to come to the United States. We support 5>n'» corpora- 
tions and steamship companies, whose life bloCd Is a 
steady stream of European peasantry. 

They come over In the steeraje, spending all or nearly 
all their savings In the passage, as a result of the earnest 
endeavors of the steamship agent, who tells them. "Yes. 
It's really true that you can pick up gold on the streets of 
the United States." 

The foreigner finds that the closest he can come to 
picking up gold in the streets is a job in a coal mine, a 
factory, a mill or a sweat shop. He makes a bare living. 
He simply exists as he did in Italy, in Russia or In Hun- 
gary. 

nut. anyway, this is a free country. That war another 
thing the foreigner had heard. He and his nelghbora 
and fellow workmen can at least get together and talk 
things over and try and find out what's wrong with condi- 
tions. Can he? Well, hardly, if the "business interests" 
don't like it. Being a foreigner and unable to speak pass- 
able English he finds that there is nothing doing in the free 
speech line. He is an anarchist, aa alien, a disturber, a 
conspirator, an agitator, a foreigner. If he is out of a job 
he is a hobo. In short, he finds he has exchanged a Cossack 
for a policeman. 

An exaggeration? Not at all. 

In Spokane there are three hundred and fifty half- 
etarved and effectually clubbed "revolutionists" In jail for 
tr>iog to speak on the public street*. Twelve others — two 
of them ,women— are in jail for "criminal conspiracy"— thaT 
is for conspiracy for trying to break an anti-free speech 
law that waa declared unconstitutional by tho Spokane 
court. Little newsboys have been locked up and sweated 
by the police. The officer* state that the boys were at- 
tending meetings of the revolutionists, and "It Is no place 
for them." The revolutionists say the real reason for 
arresting the boys was that they sold the Spokane Press, 
a newspaper that has told the free speechers' sldo of the 
story as well as the officials' and "business interests' " side 
Tho police are now threatening' to arrest Socialist leaden 
who are circulating an initiative petition, which has for its 
object the passing of a free speech ordinance of the sort 
in use In several lnrg« cities. A "prominent citizen" has 
offered to supply one thousand pick handles to volunteers 
who will "drivo the agitators Into the river." 

Not all these "s git ator* " are foreigners by any means. 
Many are American born, but enough ore from abroad to 
mako I he phrase "foreign element" stick. Some of those 
men, It U true, are Ignornnt and violent and are beginning 
to see "red.' Hut many others are men of experience and 
education. These are the leaders. They counsel continu- 
ally "no resistance." and that ia the spirit that has ruled 
their side of the contest thus far. 

And so the fight goes on.

There's Hope Everywnere. 
Strikes sre in full swing throughout the coun- 
try. It Is, Indeed, refreshing to Contrast tie 
discontent and at times revolutionary spirit 
manifested in these strikes with jthe attitude 
of the officers and delegates of thej A. F. of I. 
convention, which took place a couple of weeks 
ago at Toronto. Tho rank and file jof the work- 
ers are becoming revolutionary at f rapid rate, 
regardless of the reuctlonary leadership of the 
craft union movement. Revolutionary union- 
ists welcome these struggles; they know that 
the workers develop the revolutionary spirit 
and the knowledge of the nece^sit^ of a more 
up-to-date form of organization In, the actual 
struggle In ^he Industries. It look*? now as If 
the workers tof America have entered upon a 
new period of activity, behind whJch can be 
seen tho beginning of an uprising that will 
sweep aside the interference of the Civic Fed- 
eration with its slimy tactics to sidetrack the 
revolutionary movement, and the A- F. of "L, 
that veiled lackey, of capitalist exploitation — 
with the rest of tho reactionary elements that 
have attempting to blindfold the workers from 
the real struggle. 

The Waiat Workers' Strike 

The strike of the waist workers in New York 
City deserves tho admiration of revolutionary 
unionists— all the more so because! those who 
were concerned and carried on the Strike were 
girls. There were about 15.000 outj. Most of 
them have received the increase demanded and 
have gone back to work, it is qultje probable 
that the rest will win also. Had njot most of 
the bosses met the demands of the New York 
waist makers it is quite probable {that there 
would have been 15.000 more out in Phila- 
delphia. 

Ol course. Industrial unionists Would like to 
have seen the girls all come out together and 
remain out until nil the bosses h id met their 
demands, but realizing that the at 'ike was one 
affecting the means of consumption and not 
that of production and that the bosses dealt 
with were more or less independent employers, 
the results were about all that ^ould be ex- 
pected. 

Last Friday about 10,000 of them paraded the 
streets in New York and a delegation inter- 
viewed the mayor protesting against the bru-

The Switchmen's 8trUoy 

A week ago last Tuesday about 2 P i>00 switch- 
men of the Northwestern railroads came out on 
strike. They demanded an increase of C cents 
an hour, double pay lor Sundays, holidays and 
overtime and a chunge In the physical require- 
ments and age limit rules. Tho territory af- 
fected includea all railroad yards in St Paul, 
Duluth, Minneapolis and point* to the north- 
west, Including Tacoroa, 8catt)o and 8r<okane. 
The strikers are members or the Switchmen's 
Union, and Is the most active and progrtSBlvo 
Of the railroad labor organizations' 

About 65,000 workers are affected by the 
strike. Many industries along the line have 
been compelled to stop because of the strike. 
Advertisements are in all the eastern papers 
calling for strike-breakers, but the response 
has not been as favorablo as the employers ex- 
pected. President Hawley of the Switchmen's 
Union stntes that he is receiving word from 
several points in the eastern states that the 
switchmen in thnt part of tho country is ready 
to come out In a moment's notice. !Of course,, 
the other railroad organizations have remained 
kt work. The Trainmen's Union refused to as- 
sist the switchmen. The switchmen's strike, 
however, indicates tho power of the workers, 
once they manifest that power inj one solid 
body. It Is teaching the workers, too, the tre- 
mendous meaning of a striko In the transporta- 
tion Industry. The switchmen are I making a 
great fight. Win or lose, they aro teaching les- 
sons of solidarity not found in books!

Kdltor The Tribune: The authorities of the 
city of Spokane, tVash., cut a grim figure In the 
face of the grim determination of the hosts of 
the I. W. YV. It is great practice for the fight- 
ing section of the union. It is like the mimic 
battles put up by the capitalist men of murder, 
where they learn the most scientific methods of 
exterminating men, as the bacteriologist in his 
laboratory learns the scientific methods of ex- 
terminating germs. If men do not wish to be 
exterminated, they must organise and fight, not 
with the weapons chosen by the trained mur- 
derers, but with their economic mlfM. 

it is a great stragetlc stroke of the workers 
to ser.rch every man joining their forces to see 
that no Plnkerton gun men get bmong them. 
If every \V. V. M. man vill refuse to trade with 
any one buying goods in Spokane, they will 
send the "Husinees Men's Association" after 
those of Cripple Creek and Tellurlde. 

The business men of 8|»okane are arrayed 
against the right of Free Speech, guaranteed 
by the constitution; which, if we aurrender, we 
will be no better off than the peon of Mexico. 
Our 30.0 comrades in the Spokane bastile are 
soldiers of the common good, fighting the bat- 
tle of liberty not alone for themselves and 
their children, mit for you and for me and our 
children. For me, f Would rather give my dol- 
lars to the devil in hell than to give them to 
the business men of Spokane, who are trying 
to take away from us- the residue of our lib- 
erty.

To all sympathizers, friends and members of 
Industrial Unionism in the United States 
and Canada, greeting: 
Fellow Workers: 

At the present time In the city of Spokane, 
Wash., a situation exists that should bring 
the attention and assistance of every working 
man snd woman that has a drop of red rebel- 
lous blood within his or her veins. 

In an effort to forever squelch our organiza- 
tion In America, the Chamber of Commerce 
and other capitalist Institutions In Spokane, 
are using methods that would make a barbarian 
blush with shame. 

In jour effort to force from the city of Spo- 
kane 1 freedom of speech snd press, we have' 
Incurred the enmity of our musters, and as a 
result over 400 men have been incarcerated In 
the jails, schooihouses and military prisons, 
where they have been subjected to the most in- 
human treatment by the shotgun men and po- 
lice thugs who are guarding them. Men have 
their eyes blinded, teeth knocked out, jaws 
broken and otherwise maltreated, while women 
members of our organization have been cast 
into prison with prostitutes and have been in- 
sulted while thus confined by these law and 
order gents called policemen. 

All officers of the I. W. W. are at present 
serving sentences of six months each on the 
chain gang in Spokane, being forced to do so 
by gun men. Three editors of our official or- 
gan, "The Industrial Worker," have been ar- 
rested on flimsy charges, and are also sent 
enced to six months on the chain gang, and 
herded by thugs with shotguns. The official 
organ was confiscated by the police yesterday 
as it was coming off the presa. Hundreds of 
men are being slowly starved lo death on two 
slices of old sour brea J a day. It costs the 
city just 2 c*nts to feet each prisoner a day. 
Thejm^a are so weak that they are unable to 
walk across the floor. They could have better 
food If they would consent lo work on the chain 
gang, but the great majority refuse to scab 
by working for nothing. These men are all 
sentenced to 110 days each. They are charged 
with violence and violence means saying "Fel- 
low workers" on the streets. 

Our hall Is being raided every other night 
by the police and anyone who dares to make a 
speech on Industrial Unionism is immediately 
arrested and thrown Into jail, and then kanga- 
rooed off to the chain gang for six months, ou 
bread and water, which means starvation. 
Scurvy has broken nut among the prisoners, 
and their gums are rotting In their mouths as 
a result of the small rations of old sour bread, 
and they are now unable to eat the small mor- 
sel of bread offered to them. 

This Is In Free America! The Chamber of 
Commerce is the law, as they are the economic 
power In Spokane. There are 30 editors, offi- 
cers and speakers in jail charged with 'crim- 
inal conspiracy." Those of them who have 
been tried have been sentenced to six months' 
hard labor, except one, who is a girl 19 years 
old, and she was sentenced to three months. 
They are no more guilty of any crime than 
is any members of your union. 

Out of 800 persons treated in the emergency 
hospital in Spokane in .he month of November 
C81 of them were mertb?rs of the 1. W. W. 
As there are less than 400 members in the 
jails, yoa will see that nmny were in for treat- 
ment more than once. This will give you some 
idea of what police brutality is and to what 
length our masters will go to suppress an or- 
ganization that they are afraid to see grow. 
Twenty-eight of our members were thrown Into 
a cell that was air-tight for 36 hours, with 
steam turned on until a great number of them 
fainted from the excessive heat. Men were 
forced to stand In their own offal. These are 
but a few of the many tortures that are being 
Inflicted on working men and women who are 
battling for freedom of speech and press. 

We have several families to take care of 
while the husbands and fathers are serving 
long sentences. We are feeding hundreds of 
»nen every day who arc either going to jail 
or Just coming out. Several attorneys have 
been engaged to defend our men in the differ- 
ent courts. The cases will be taken to the 
supreme court of the United States to deter- 
mine whether this country has such a thing ts 
freedom of speech und press, or whether this 
boasted liberty is a sham or not. To get a 
square deal In nny of the local courts Is im- 
possible. The capitalise interests are opposed 
to t'ae Industrial form of labor organization, 
as they know what It will mean to them when 
organized to stand together. 

Freedom of speech and press is an import- 
ant weapon in the hands of the working class, 
and if it can be deni »d us in Spokane- it will 
soon be denied us all over the country. Educa- 
tion on Industrial Unionism Is something we 
must have, if we ever expect to be an economic 
power against the exploiting class. I^et us 
safeguard our weapons. If you arc in sympathy 
with our fight for freedom, we Invite you to 
assist us In every way possible. With best 
wishes to the members of your local organisa- 
tion, we are.

I note that you hate In Spokane 
lk*t U well know as the "Morning Liar." We 
nave one of the same itripe here in Minneapo- 
Ha, It ta the Journal, which came out several 
days ago with the statement that nine little 
soys had been arrested in the Union Head- 
quarters. After being detained in the city 
Jail for one night they denounced the I. W. W. 
and destroyed their buttons. 

Ever since tbe day when one class was sub- 
jected by another we find that the dominant 
class has used all means within their power to 
keep the working class in subjection. » 'Way 
back during the Roman Empire, we And the 
slaves rebelling against their masters. For 
instance, the army of Sparticus, who, with an 
army of slaves, successfully fought against the 
Roman government for a period of four years 
When finally defeated we find that the ruling 
class of that day and age picked out from 
among the army of Sparticus, six thousand men 
and hung them on crosses, on the Applan Way, 
the moat prominent thoroughfare of Rome. 
This was a warning, so they said, to the other 
slaves to never again undertake to rebel against 
the government. 

The rulers wanted to entirely crush the spirit 
of the workers. From that time until now. we 
And that every page of history is written In the 
blood and the tears wrung from the subject 
class. Not only did they torture the slave class, 
bat they did pot even hesitate to hound and 
persecute and murder the best educators at all 
times. 

Oalllleo, for instance; what was his crime? 
This: Telling the truth, that the earth re- 
volved around the sun. One who deqies the 
fact at the present day is deemed a fool. And 
yet was he not starved to death In a dungeon? 
\ Bruno who proclaimed the today well recog 
sised fact, that man Is only digested food.* that 
from vegetation arises all animal life, and tbat 
there were planets rotating in space, far larger 
than the earth upon which we live. Who Is 
there at tbe present time will deny the cor- 
rectness of these statements? And yet was not 
Uruno burned at the stake at Rome In the year 
1600 A. D. 

And of later days, what was the crime of 
Professor Ferrer of Spain? Telling the truth, 
and for that crime— If such you can call It— he 
waa killed. And It not every uprising against 
prevailing conditions drowned in blood? Wcro 
not hundreds of thousands during the middle 
ages killed because they would not bow to the 
will of the Pope? These victims were killed as 
heretics because they dared to express their 
opinions. 

But low. in modern times, we are not hound- 
ed on account of disbelief. The crime today 
consists in demanding more bread. Every 
strike waged by the working class Is ample 
proof of this fact. At the Homestead strike 
were not the Pinkertons, and ako the troops 
brought out against the workers? At the A. R. 
U. strike in 1894, were not the same troops 
brought out to help defeat the workers, and 
In the Coucr d'Aleres did not Iho troops club 
the workois and assault the women? And to- 
day wo find the same law and order brigade 
busying themselves at Spokane, violating the 
highest law of the land, the Constitution, which 
Is supposed to guarantee the right of Free 
8peech and peaceable assembly. Hut a little 
thing such as the constitution does not bother 
the ruling class when they seek to crush a la- 
bor organization. In order to accomplish this 
scheme they are today in the city of Spokane 
clubbing and torturing men and women in such 
a brutal manner that the brutalities of the Rus- 
sian Cossacks sink into insignificance, com- 
pared with the punishment meted out in this 
so-called land of the free and the home of the 
brave. 

The reason for this is the same as that which 
led the Roman government to crucify the 6,000 
slaves, namely, to by brutal punishment crush 
Jsplrlt of revolt in the subject class, and the 
editor of the Spokesman-Review came out 
(straight some days ago when he said: 'We 

Kust crush this anarchistic organization. Why? 
it because the free speech fighters r.re vio- 
lating any laws of the land? No. Ttey are 
hounded because they dare speak the truth, 
that Labor and Capital have nothing In com- 

foon. And because they advocate an Indus- 
rial Union embracing all who toll." 
I The fcsuo is clear. It Is a fight of life or 
death between capital and labor. The capital- 
ists have at their command policemen, soldiers, 
Judgos, tbe press and the sky-pilots. What 
have we, the wage workers, for our defense? 
We slaves are In the possession of the most 
Important commodity in the world, nnmelv. 
our labor power. What would become of the 
so-called civilization If you rhould refuse to 
work, or If you should organize Into one or- 
ganisation to take and hold that which labor 
produces? 

, The way we are actlg today we are acting 
an Injury to one another. I hold that we today 
are supplying our very enemy the means by 
which to torture us. Wo furnish the meal ticket 
to Bill Shannon. Sullivan and ali the rest, and 
they will torture us. as long as we fight among 
Ourselves. Therefore let Us organize. Or- 
ganise a new society within the shell of the 
Old. By organizing Industrially we are form- 
ing the structure of future society. And who 
will deny that even today, by sticking together 
at the place at which we work, we could short- 
en the hours and better tho conditions of our 
employment. Join the union of your class, the 
industrial Workers of the World. Get into the 
fighting line and do your part Keep In mind 
the age-worn truth that Might Is Right, united 
we are strong, separated weak. Join with us 
and do your part.
